Let us suppose that in the world 
war Britain and its allies had no need 
for our products, but could have ob- 
tained them on better terms in their 
oben colonies or elsewhere. Our first 
thought then would be how could we 
have disposed of the surpluses we 
would have had and which would have 
bankrupted manufacturer and farmer 
alike had they been permitted to back 
up at home. 

We could only have disposed of these 
surpluses if we had ships of our own 
wherewith to carry them to the neu- 
trals of the world. We did not begin 
to have a tithe of the ships necessary

Fortunately for us, Great Britain 
and its al§fes, in the conduct of the 
war before our entry, as after, needed 
all the surplus products wé could sup-
